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$16 million alotted for new judicial

Approximately 75 local and 
state government officials, com- 
munity leaders and interested 
citizens attended a check presen- 
tation for funding of a new Mor- 
gan County justice center at the 
current courthouse on Main 
Street last Friday. 

State Rep. John Will Stacy (D) 
and State Sen. Robert Stivers (R) 
presented a symbolic check for 
$16.2 million to Morgan County 
Fiscal Court members and Cir- 
cuit Clerk Donna Pelfrey. 

According to the Administra- 
tive Office of the Courts (AOC) 
website, an additional $3 million 
is expected to be approved later 
for facility furnishings. 

The new justice center will be 
the second largest public con- 
struction project in Morgan 
County since construction of the 
Eastern Kentucky Correctional 
Complex. As a comparison, the 
construction cost of the 
Morehead State University En- 
terprise Center in West Liberty 
was $5.5 million. 

Pelfrey, who began her judi- 
cial career in 1977 as a deputy 
circuit clerk, opened the cer- 
emony with words of gratitude 
for Rep. Stacy and Sen. Stivers, 
as well as Kentucky Supreme 
Court Deputy Chief Justice Will 
T. Scott, of Pikeville, regarding 
their efforts to secure project 
funding. 

“This is such a joyous occa- 
sion,” Pelfrey noted before intro- 
ducing Sen. Stivers, who dis- 
cussed the importance of inter- 
governmental cooperation on 
public projects. 

“I have had a very successful 
relationship with Morgan 
County,” Sen. Stivers said. “That 
includes working with Rep. John 
Will Stacy. The Morgan County 
courthouse project was not ini- 
tially in the state House budget, 
but he managed to get it in. We 



kept this in through the Senate 
budget process. I would like to 
commend Rep. Stacy on his role 



in this project.” 

Sen. Stivers and Rep. Stacy 
also worked closely with local of- 



ficials and kept them informed on 
the status of the project through- 
out the process. 

Rep. Stacy commented on the 
community’s need for the new 
courthouse, which will be one of 
the largest construction projects 
in Morgan County history. 

“I like big projects - espe- 
cially for Morgan County,” Rep. 
Stacy said. “It says a lot about 
this community that we can have 
a project of this magnitude here. 
Our current courthouse is a beau- 
tiful, historic building that I hope 
we will preserve, but we must 
also look to the future. I am proud 
to make this presentation, and I 
am grateful to be allowed a part 
in this project.” 

Rep. Stacy also introduced 



Deputy Chief Justice Scott, who 
was a special guest speaker at the 
current courthouse’s centennial 
celebration last August. 

“Good people deserve a good 
courthouse,” Scott said. “This 
project will give the people of 
Morgan County a good court- 
house. Sixteen million dollars is 
a remarkable amount of money 
to receive in such a short period 
of time for that purpose. 

“However, the current court- 
house is 101 years old,” and “it 
is very important to preserve and 
protect her. Scott said. “She is 
one of only four stately ladies 
(courthouses over 100 years old) 
left in Kentucky and she is the 
heart of Morgan County.”

also addressed the crowd before 
the check presentation. 

“Morgan County can be proud 
of this project,” Conley said. 
“This is proof that great things 
can happen in the community 
when politics are laid aside. I 
want to thank everyone who 
made this happen, especially 
Rep. Stacy and Sen. Stivers. We 
are looking forward to getting 
started on this project.” 

Conley also concurred with 
Deputy Chief Justice Scott dur- 
ing a Courier interview con- 
ducted Monday morning. 

“We will be preserving the 
current courthouse,” Conley said. 
“The state will maintain the 
building until the new courthouse 
is built, after which the county 
will assume maintenance costs. 
Some county offices will likely 
be housed in the current court- 
house, such as that of the jailer - 
who does not currently have an 
office — and others.” 

The judge executive also said 
that he is serving on a Project De- 
velopment Board (PDB) with 
other members to oversee the 
new construction project. Others 
on the board are Circuit Clerk 
Donna Pelfrey, Circuit Judge 
Rebecca Phillips, District Judge 
Rupert Wilhoit, City Attorney 
Joleen Frederick, Magistrate 
Frankie Spencer, AOC represen- 
tatives Garland Vanhook and 
Laurie Dudgon, and Lynn 
Nickell, who will serve as citi- 
zen at large. 

PDB members will hire a 
project architect/engineer and an 
interim financing group, as well 
as hold public hearings regard- 
ing the new facility’s location, 
which will likely be in West 
Liberty’s downtown business 
district when construction begins 
in nine to 12 months. 

(Conley noted at the current 
courthouse’s centennial celebra- 
tion last year that officials hope

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MSU breaks ground for $30 million 
facility to train doctors for E. Ky. 




Local lawmakers presented MSU, SRC and UK with $24.5 mil- 
lion for the Center for Health, Education and Research.

MOREHEAD, Ky., Aug. 20 
— Officials of Morehead State 
University, St. Claire Regional 
Medical Center and the Univer- 
sity of Kentucky along with four 
state legislators broke ground 
today (Wednesday) for the new 
$30 million Center for Health, 
Education and Research - the 
largest construction project in the 
history of MSU and St. Claire 
Regional. 

“This is the first step toward 
a strong hub for regional health 
care and health education,” said 
MSU President Wayne D. 
Andrews. “We have only just 
begun.” 

The 90,237-square foot facil- 
ity will house MSU’s depart- 
ments of nursing and imaging 
sciences, UK’s physician as- 
sistant and family nurse practi- 
tioner programs, in addition to 
St. Claire Regional’s family 
medicine clinic and health edu- 
cation center. 

The new facility is scheduled 
for completion in April 2010. 

Dr. Andrews also commended 
the efforts of Rep. Rocky Adkins, 
Sen. Charlie Borders, Rep. John 
Will Stacy and Sen. Walter 
Blevins for their efforts in the 
General Assembly to provide the 
bulk of the funding for project. 

The four lawmakers - all 
MSU graduates - spoke on the 
importance of collaboration be- 
tween MSU, SCR and UK and 
expressed pride in their respec- 
tive roles in bringing the project 
to reality. 

“This three-way partnership 
makes sense for the taxpayers of 



Kentucky and for each of these 
institutions and for the citizens 
of East Kentucky,” said Rep. 
Adkins. 

UK announced last June that 
MSU and SC would be partners 
with its College of Medicine in 
the Rural Physician Leadership 
Track, a plan to increase the 
number of physicians opting to 
practice in East Kentucky. Ten 
additional students will be re- 
cruited each year and the first 
group will have its third and 
fourth years in the new MSU 
building at St. Claire Regional. 

“Today’s groundbreaking is 



the icing on the cake,” said Dr. 
Andrews. “A regional site of the 
UK College of Medicine dedi- 
cated to training rural physicians 
will literally change the face of 
medical education in this state 
and bring even greater credibil- 
ity and prestige to health sciences 
programs at Morehead State.” 
The family medicine clinic 
will serve as the primary train- 
ing site for the SCR/UK family 
practice residency program and 
will include examination rooms, 
a dental suite, as well as a clini- 
cal laboratory and basic radiol- 
ogy services.

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Why some of us stick to 
print: the feel and smell

“I think part of the reason 
we are saddened by the end of 
the physical newspaper has to 
do with the senses. There’s the 
sound of pages turning, the 
feel of the paper, the smell of 
the ink,” Jan Worth-Nelson, a 
lecturer in writing at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan-Flint, 
writes for The Christian Sci- 
ence Monitor. 

I think the newspaper will 
survive in printed form, but 
Worth-Nelson makes a valid 
argument, and with recollec- 
tions from the days of hot type 
in Keokuk, Iowa, that parallel 
my own in Kentucky, so here 
are some more: 

“In the pressroom, lan- 
guage was machinery with 
exciting physicality. Words 
were three-dimensional and 
muscular. To me, the typeset- 
ters were heroes - men who 
loved the shape of words, the 
literal style of a line, the fonts, 
the spaces, the ens and ems. 
The newspaper of the press- 
room was visceral, noisy, oily, 
and thrilling. I remember see- 
ing typesetters pick up the first 
paper off the press, snap it 
open, still warm, and read it 



like a lover. You’ve never seen 
a reader as avid as a hot-type 
pressman. Sometimes they’d 
tell a reporter they liked some 
story or other. Getting praise 
from a typesetter was among 
the highest compliments.” 

I was a pest to typesetter 
Phillip Allen, who ran the 
Linotype at the Clinton 
County News in Albany, Ky., 
because I wanted him to do 
box scores for the all-star 
games of the local Little 
League and Babe Ruth 
League, for which I was offi- 
cial scorer and correspondent. 
Why he gave in to a 12-year- 
old, I don’t know. The smell 
and feel I remember most is 
taking the slug of hot type 
from Phillip, running an ink 
roller over it, laying down a 
strip of paper and using a 
heavy roller to pull a galley 
proof. There’s nothing like 
helping produce your own 
story with ink, metal and pa- 
per, and that experience is part 
of the reason I will buy printed 
newspapers as long as they’re 
produced - which I expect to 
be for the rest of my life. I’m 
54.

City council hears 
audit results and 
approves tax rate

The West Liberty City Coun- 
cil at its regular Aug. 25 meeting 
heard a brief report on the city’s 
2007-2008 audit from Jim 
Bryant, of Wells & Co., who said 
the audit yielded similar results 
to previous years, with no alarm- 
ing findings. 

In other business, council 
members heard the second read- 
ing of a property tax rate ordi- 
nance that will raise the real es- 
tate tax rate to .209 (20.9 cents) 
per $100 of assessed value, up 
from .202 (20.2 cents) per $100 
of assessed value in 2007. 

Following a brief discussion 
initiated by Councilman Mark 
Walter, the council voted unani- 
mously to approve the rate in- 
crease. 

“I have had several people ask 
me why the city is raising prop- 
erty tax rates,” Walter said. “I 
think when a taxpayer asks the 
council a question, we should 
look at the issue.” 

Departmental reports included 
a tourism update from Council- 
woman Belinda Jordan, who said 
the tourism commission plans to 
bring more public acknowledg- 
ment to the group with new event 
banners. 

“The tourism commission 
needs more recognition,” Jordan 
said. “We have ordered new event 
banners to hang up at community 
events that we sponsor, as well 
as new Sorghum Festival banners 
recognizing the tourism commis- 
sion.” 

Before adjournment, the coun- 
cil heard a request from citizen 
Ann Wheeler for the street de- 
partment to move a speed bump 
on Broadway Street that is chan- 
neling water under her rental 
property and destroying the 
house’s floor. 

Wheeler also notified the 
council of the need for a fire hy- 
drant near her home on Pine 
Acres Lane, as well as potential 
road breakages on that street. 

The West Liberty City Coun- 
cil meets the fourth Monday of 
each month in the council room 
at City Hall.

property which can be legally assessed 
for taxation by the City of West Liberty, 
Kentucky. 3.0 cents upon each One Hun- 
dred ($100.00) Dollars of value of all real 
and tangible property to be used in the 
Fire Tax Fund.

tax rate of 16. cents of each One Hun- 
dred ($100.00) Dollars of the fair cash 
value upon all motor vehicles in the City 
of West Liberty, Kentucky, for general 
fund purposes to the city.

It’s now three days and count- 
ing to the much-anticipated 
Battle of the Bluegrass as Ken- 
tucky and Louisville tee it up 
Sunday afternoon at Papa Johns 
Cardinal Stadium. 

In recent years, most of us had 
a pretty good idea of what might 
happen from 2003 to 2006. Lou- 
isville was the consensus favor- 
ite over UK and it showed with 
four straight wins — including 28 
and 3 1 point blowouts in ’04 and 
’06, respectively. Last season, 
most believed the Cats had a 
good chance to pull the upset and 
it happened with a thrilling 40- 
34 win over then ninth- ranked 
Louisville. 

The only certainty about this 
year’s game is that no one has a 
clue about what will happen.

And 
also look for one or more of these 
backs to break several big yard- 
age runs. If Locke or Smith get 
into the open field, it’s lights out 
for the Cardinal defense. 

UK c oach Rich Brooks ad- 
mits a win would be great, but 
insists a loss does not make or 
break Kentucky’s season. I be- 
lieve there’s enough experience 
and pride on the Big Blue side- 
line to put Kentucky over the top.

Report recommends greater state 
support for Ky. entrepreneurs 



Kentucky can and should do 
more to help entrepreneurs and 
small businesses prosper, accord- 
ing to a new study released by 
the Mountain Association for 
Community Economic Develop- 
ment (MACED). 

“For too long, Kentucky has 
neglected the important role of 
entrepreneurs of all kinds in 
building a stronger and more re- 
silient economy,” MACED 
President Justin Maxson said. 
“This report provides important 
insights and policy recommenda- 
tions on how to build a true en- 
trepreneur support system in our 
state.” 

Businesses with fewer less 
than 100 employees account for 
99 percent of all businesses in 
Kentucky, according to the re- 
port. However, entrepreneurs 
make up only 16 percent of non- 
farm employment in Kentucky 
compared to 1 8.2 percent nation- 
wide. Entrepreneurs’ average in- 
come in Kentucky 26.4 percent 
lower than the national average. 

“It’s increasingly evident that 
Kentucky must turn more of its 
attention to building our 
economy from within,” said 
Maxson. “MACED’s 32 years of 
entrepreneur support has helped 
us see the tremendous economic 
potential that lies in the untapped 
talents of Kentucky’s people. 
Much more could be done to help 
them start their own enterprises 
and advance the small businesses 
that already exist.” 

The report notes that Ken- 



tucky has many of the ingredients 
of a support system that helps 
entrepreneurs of all kinds move 
through the pipeline from identi- 
fying an idea to establishing and 
growing a successful enterprise. 
What Kentucky does not have is 
adequate state commitment to 
and investment in these efforts, 
and the leadership needed to help 
various programs and organiza- 
tion work together as a system. 

The study’s recommendations 
include: 

• An increase in the share of 
state economic development re- 
sources that go into entrepreneur- 
ship and small business develop- 
ment. 

• The creation of a state com- 
mission to raise the profile of 
entrepreneurship, conduct re- 
search and convene an annual 
summit. 

• A new system of expanded 
performance-based investments 
in existing and new entrepreneur- 
ship and small business programs 
across the Kentucky. 

• A new state role in helping 
coordinate and connect the vari- 
ous public, non-profit and private 
programs across the state. 

A number of states, including 
North Carolina, Georgia, Kansas 
and Nebraska, have taken the 
lead in building stronger support 
systems in recent years. The re- 
port notes that a high performing 
system include entrepreneurship 
education, access to capital, ac- 
cess to information and technical 



assistance, regulatory compli- 
ance help, networking support 
and help for local communities 
that want to better promote en- 
trepreneurship. 

MACED commissioned the 
report as part of its High Road 
Initiative, a joint effort with Ken- 
tuckians For The Commonwealth 
to advocate for a new, broader 
approach to economic develop- 
ment in Kentucky that benefits 
people and places in need. 

The report was written by the 
Rural Policy Research Institute’s 
(RUPRI) Center for Rural Entre- 
preneurship, a national research 
and policy center created in 2001 
to stimulate and support private 
and public entrepreneurship de- 
velopment in communities 
throughout rural America. The 
report is co-authored by Deborah 
Markley, an economist and man- 
aging director of the RUPRI Cen- 
ter for Rural Entrepreneurship, 
and Brian Dabson, the present 
and CEO of RUPRI and a re- 
search professor at the Truman 
School of Public Affairs at the 
University of Missouri-Colum- 
bia. 

MACED is a 32-year-old 
community development organi- 
zation that works in Eastern Ken- 
tucky and Central Appalachia to 
create economic opportunity, 
strengthen democracy and sup- 
port the sustainable use of natu- 
ral resources.

A History of West Liberty’s Water Works 






In this old photo of the Morgan County courthouse, the county 
water tank can be seen at the right. It was built to provide water 
for the courthouse, but eventually suppied most of West Liberty 
and was later operated by the city. Tradition has it that W. Ceborn 
Nickell, a dowser using a divining rod, found the vein of water.

In October 1938, West Lib- 
erty, after three attempts by its 
town board, finally received ap- 
proval from Washington for a 
WPA water system project. The 
1938 town board consisted of 
Chairman F.S. Brong, R.J. 
Poynter, John Turner, W.D. Reed 
and L.B. Reed. Dr. A.P. Gullett 
served as secretary and treasurer; 
Jim David, police judge; J. 
Blaine Nickell, city attorney; and 
D.H. Perry, special police. 

For a number of years, West 
Liberty’s drinking water was sup- 
plied by a woefully inadequate 
water system supplied by a 6” 
drilled well behind the court- 
house, which belonged to the 
county. Notice was given to the 
town board that as soon as the 
water system project cleared the 
various government agencies in 
the NRA (National Recovery 
Act), work would begin. 

Original Plans Called For 
$126,151 Water Project 

The WPA water plant project 
cleared its last hurdle and was to 
begin on June 26, 1939 - eight 
months after approval. A joint 
meeting between the WPA offi- 
cials and the town board was held 
prior to the beginning of the 
project. The new system was to 
take its water from the Licking 
River for an “unfailing” supply 
of water. The system called for 



water being purified and deliv- 
ered to a storage tank above the 
city and about 300 feet above the 
intake at the river. 

The cost of the water system 
was to be $126,151. The Works 
Progress Administration was to 
supply $73,349 of the cost, and 
the project was to employ 100 
men for a period of one year. Spe- 
cifics for the system called for 
eight- and six-inch water mains, 
25 fire hydrants (cut from 40 first 
announced), and meters for each 
resident. 

The water intake was to be at 
the mouth of Long Branch then 
filtered and purified. Notice was 
given that the water was to be 
“soft” and require 50 percent less 
soap for washing than normally 
used. 

Estimated fees (based on the 
number of meters) would be 
$1.25 for the first 1,000 gallons, 
$1 for the second 1,000 gallons, 
$0.75 and $0.65 for the third and 
fourth 1,000 gallons. 

There was a plea by the city 
government for everyone to con- 
serve water until the new system 
was built. Conservation mea- 
sures mentioned by the board 
were to close all yard and barn 
outlets with the explanation, 
u Don ’t be extravagant with wa- 
ter because your neighbor will 
suffer if you are! ” 

Before construction could 
start in June 1939, a four-room 
house belonging to Norman 
Sheets was to be moved to make 
room for the new water plant. It 
was moved to a lot close to the 
highway. This house was later 
purchased by Reed Halsey. 
Norman Sheets bought the Jim 
Franklin house and property, and 
moved there. 



This is a great photo by Lanny Franklin, taken from a boat in the 
river. It shows the beautiful stone work of the intake water tower 
and bridge. The water tower was a part of the 1941 WPA city 
water project. It needs to be preserved - can anyone come up 
with a use for it?

plant superintendent.) 

It seems for the next few 
months, the water system project 
was in limbo, probably due to fi- 
nancing. In March 1940, a letter 
was received by F.S. Brong, 
chairman of the West Liberty 
board of trustees, that the “Legal 
Division at Washington is con- 
sidering setting up a bond ordi- 
nance for an issue of $38,000 of 
bonds.” 

Brong, editor of The Courier , 
made a note that, “Money makes 
the mare go around; our water 
project has passed its rough sail- 
ing.” 

There were other problems on 
the horizon with the water 
project, and other WPA projects. 
With war looming and defense 
plants hiring for the inevitable 
war, the WPA was being phased 
out. 

In 1940, Congress passed new 
guidelines for the WPA. Coun- 
ties would now be required to fi- 
nance one-fourth of the cost of 
salaries. This meant larger coun- 
ties with more money would be 
getting all the WPA projects, and 
the poorer counties (like Morgan) 
would get fewer projects. 

By March 1940, 75 men had 
lost their jobs in one month 
through the new WPA policy, and 
the exodus of Morgan Countians 
to Ohio and Illinois had begun! 

After A Few Months, Project 
Begins In Earnest 

On June 17, 1940, work was 
started again with 25 men on the 
job. The total number of men was 
to increase to 100. The town en- 
gineer was H. de B. Forbes, of 
Richmond, Ky. The project su- 
pervisor was Callie S. Hahn. It 
took until June 26, 1941, to com- 
plete a project that began in 
1938! 

The second water plant was 
built in West Liberty in 1971. It 
was located on Keeton Heights, 
and drew water from Licking 
River at the mouth of Twenty- 
Two Hollow. Charles Black was 
mayor, and Oscar Pelfrey was 
mayor pro-tem. Commissioners 
were Mack H. Lewis, James W. 
Elam, Graden Walter, Sr., Millard 
Sheets and Dr. Charles Gullett. 
The city attorney was Robert 
Hutchinson, city clerk was Dor- 
othy Trayner, water superinten- 
dent was Arnold Helton and en- 
gineer was Earl. V. Tredway. 

Morgan County’s water now 
comes from the West Liberty 
Regional Treatment Plant, lo- 
cated along Route 519 near Cave 
Run Lake. Prior to the treatment 
plant, raw water was pumped 
from the lake to the West Liberty 
Treatment Plant for treatment. 
Since 2002, water has been 
pumped from the lake, treated at 
the West Liberty Regional Treat- 
ment Plant , and supplied to Mor- 
gan County. The 519 treatment 
plant operation began in 2002 
when Bob Nickell was mayor, 
and Jim Rupe, John Motley, John 
May, Vickie Henley, Wallace 
Rose and Mark Walter were 
council members. 

West Liberty has had six wa- 
ter superintendents: John Helton 
(1941-1957), Arnold Helton 
(1957-1991), Debbie Cantrell, 
Frankie Keeton, Kevin Cantrell 
and Brandon Bailey, the present 
superintendent.

McGuire Met Accidental 
Death During Construction 



Davidson McGuire met an 
untimely death while working on 
the water plant project. McGuire 
was from Malone and was 34 
years old. He was married to 
Edna Easterling on Feb. 11, 
1933. They had two small chil- 
dren. 

According to an article in The

Licking Valley Courier , “Mr. 
McGuire had just been trans- 
ferred from another job, and this 
was his first day at West Liberty. 
He was killed by an earth slide 
shortly after noon hour Saturday 
while working at shoring the 
sides of a trench for West Lib- 
erty Water Works.” 

Evidently, no recognition was 
ever given to Mr. McGuire’s 
death, other than a notice in The 
Courier stating he was killed “in 
the line of duty,” as the accident 
was referred to. After all these 
years, it would be nice to place a 
plaque on the existing water plan 
building (now the city firehouse) 
in memory of Davidson. 

In November 1939, the town 
had exhausted its resources of 
$10,000 for the project, which 
was spent mostly for equipment. 
It also seems the war in Europe 
upset financing plans for the 
WPA project in West Liberty. 

A new plan for financing WPA 
projects was approved by Con- 
gress as the United States was 
gearing up for war. The new fi- 
nancing plan required the city to 
pay $38,000 of the total cost of 
$80,000 left for the project. West 
Liberty’s $38,000 was to be a 
government loan through the Re- 
Finance Corporation, and paid 
back by fees from the water sys- 
tem over a period of 20 or 30 
years. 

A loan of $8,000 for the latter 
was a requirement to prove local 
interest in the project. The citi- 
zens’ contribution was to be paid 
when bonds were ready for de- 
livery, and after the RFC loan 
was approved. 

A list of businesses and citi- 
zens were listed in The Courier 
with an amount of money 
pledged. The highest pledge was 
$300, and the lowest was $100. 
It is acts like these that have made 
West Liberty what it is. With the 
area still in the Great Depression, 
$8,000 was pledged by the citi- 
zens of the county to ensure the 
completion of the water system! 

I wish there was space to list 
the first 47 contributors. Only 
two of those were businesses, and 
the rest were individuals! Plans 
were to place a list of contribu- 
tors in the new water plant when 
it was to be completed. As a 
child, I spent a lot of time in the 
old water plant with Charlie 
Turner (John Turner’s son), and 
I do not remember ever seeing 
such a list.

Advice on how to cope with 
rising natural gas prices 



Kentucky consumers can take 
a number of steps to reduce their 
natural gas usage or to soften the 
impact of gas costs. They include: 

Budget billing. This option al- 
lows customers to pay the same 
amount each month, based on 
their average monthly usage dur- 
ing the year. Customers should 
contact their utility for more in- 
formation. 

Energy conservation mea- 
sures. Simple steps such as turn- 
ing down thermostats on furnaces 
(most people are comfortable at 
68 degrees) and water heaters 
(120 degrees is hot enough for 
nearly all uses) can be big energy 
savers. 

Energy audits. Many local 
utilities offer home energy audits 
at little or no cost to consumers. 
These audits can identify energy- 
wasting trouble spots and provide 
information on how to correct the 
problems. 

Weatherization. Consumers 
can do a number of things to re- 
duce inflows of cold air and leak- 
age of warm air, particularly 
around windows and doors. Some 
basic weatherization steps in- 
clude: 

• Use caulk or weather strip- 
ping to seal cracks around win- 
dows, doors, pipes and other 
points where cold air can enter the 
home. This alone can reduce heat- 
ing costs by 10 percent or more. 

• Add insulation in attics, 
crawl spaces and walls.

Weatherization assistance for 
low-income families is available 
in Kentucky.

Consum- 
ers who do not qualify for 
LIHEAP may be eligible for as- 
sistance through programs spon- 
sored by their utility company or 
programs operated by local social 
service organizations. Consumers 
should contact their utility for 
more information.
